The Reasons Why Every Pupil 


Should Have Manual Training 


Opportunities. 


Mauual training given iu the prop- 


er way as a course iu our school curricu- 
lum 
has. much to commend it on 


account of its educational value. Ed- 
ucation in the broad sense of the term 
may be defined as preparation for 
compleie living, or as Mr. Dewey de- 
fines it "Education is life." From 
either one of these definitions we can 
not help but understand then thai 
education must imply social ellicieucy, 
which is the standard of selected ex- 
periences, and should be given as far 
as possible to the 
individual. In- 


struction, detail of habit, knowledge. 
and forms of motion are measured hv 
this standard. The school will have 
toeeu successful when it has provided 
the child with the four fundamental 
factors, which go to make up social 
efficiency, namely: vocation, intelli- 
gence, character and power.

Important of these factors in school life, 
which is vocation. Most educators 
have agreed that vocation should not 
be emphasized before or during the 
adolescent period. Jt is no doubt true 
that specialization should not begin in 
the high school course or below, but 
nevertheless the school is doing a 
great work, when it gives the boy a 
eiart in selecting his vocation, or in 
Other words, rind* the boy. The school 
course is becoming more 
perfect 


•when manual training or any other 
•course is given, which aids any boy 
"who goes to college to select his future 
-work, whether it be law, engineering, 
literary work or the teaching profess- 
ion. The students who finish high 
school, and do not go to college or the 
university, step out into the world 
<with no conception of what the world 
Js doing, and his occupation is merely 
-•matter of chance. 
He does 
not 


Jtnow what course to take, because he 
not only does not know the fields of 
occupation,^ but he does not understand 
-himself. Three out of four boys in a 
large city are practically thrown upon 
their own resources. Is it not of the 
utmost importance that the education 
they have had should not at least 
find or fit him to some extent for 
work? Manual training will give a 
boy a start for doing something, and 
will prevent to some extent the serious 
errors in the choice of vocation which 
is very important 


It occasionally happens that a stu- 


dent who has special aptitudes along 
.some lines has none in others. If he 
has a strong aptitude for handicraft 
he may dislike literary work which 
taxes the memory: In whatever way 
his inclinations run, In that 
way 


should he put forth a great deal of 
•effort. If he has strong mechanical 
•aptitudes, but slowness of speech he 
has a fair chance with tbe boys in the 
recitation room, as snopwork and 
drawing should rank with the other 
studies of the curriculum. 
The 


majority of the boys have not their 
controlling interest in the study of 
words, forms of speech or the other 
mass of information given in the book. 
These boys are not dull, and should be 
Kiven a cbance to develop along some 
line of their natural tendencies. The 
boy who stutters ana is slow 01 speech 
has not had an opportunity in the 
ordinary school curriculum. He has 
had nothing upon which he could em- 
ploy his important powers. 
While 


these boys always appear at a dis- 
advantage when compared with boys 
who talk fluently, and have good 
memories, they will be found most 
generally to have the best pair of 
hands, the best pair of eyes, and the 
best judgment, and will suit the pro- 
fessional world better than the boys 
who are their masters in the classical 
subjects. Itshould not be the intention 
to make the school professional and to 


would be developed it they were not. 
Impressions are received through tbe 
sense organs and the sensations which 
are produced are developed into ideas. 
The mental activities involved in tbe 
shop exercises are best learned by ex- 
perience. 


Shopwork furnishes unusual facility 


for cultivating tbe perceptive powers 
the memory and imagination. The 
student also learns to generalize and 
reason. The boy uses his tools as the 
student iu science uses his apparatus 
chiefly as the necessary means in 
forming correct ideas. The perceptive 
power of the student is developed in 
the examination of a piece to be made, 
also in drawing and maKing variations 
in it. Facts concerning the form, 
color, material, dimensions, surfaces, 
angles, quality and quantity have to 
be made. A scale drawing has to be 
made and these impressions are more 
lasting than could result from an ex- 
amination without the drawing. In 
making the piece not only the nature 
of the tools is taken into consideration 
but the sequence of steps, and the 
review is brought vividly before the 
mind. 


In regard to memory it may be said 


that pupils remember things in mauu- 
al training as a matter of course and 
required to write them out days after- 
wards, they do so with great accuracy, 
students hardly ever forget what they 
do with their hands. Matters usually 
remembered stand in the relation of 
causes and effects, and such relation- 
ships are valuable to mental exercise. 
In speaking of imagination, tool work 
and drawing train the imagination 
very efficiently, and in a very useful 
way manual training begins the train- 
ing of the scientific imagination which 
some authorities say is very essential 
for the best work in scientific research. 
Before making any piece of cabinet 
work one has to use his imagination 
iu seeing what he wants. The student 
also learns to generalize. He finds 
out the property of materials, relation 
of pressure to heat, influence of heat 
upon iron, steel and wood. He under- 
stands the relationship of the cutting 
edge to things to be cut and also sees 
the value of projections in drawing 
and so on. Logical sequence is formed 
in such a line of work as drawing, 
patternmakmg, moulding, easting and 
finishing. Every boy who goes through 
this will uot loose sight of adopting 
means to the ends. 


In this part devoted to intelligence 


we may say, manual training devel- 
ops the creative impulse, and brings 
out originality. The student gets the 
habit of not being satisfied until he 
sees results. 
As Mr. Dewey says: 


"Verbal memory can be trained in 
committing tasks, certain discipline

The dignity 


and worth of manual labor is increased 
by the association of literary work and 
work of an academic nature of the 
schools with shop work. 
Skillful 


laborers will be looked upon as the 
equal of those engaged in the so called 
intellectual work if the student gets 
tbe right kind of training from tbe 
school curriculum. It is a blessing 
when tbe boy is taught to be more or 
less selfdepeudent. ana when idleness 
and shiftlessness have been dispensed 
with. 
This boy when he has reached 


manhood has a hand of sympathy be 
tween laborers and enaployeisot labor. 


Tbe last factor which was given to 


determine social efficiency is perhaps 
one of the most important, but, never 
theless it is something very hard to 
define. Power should include to a 
great extent vocation, Intelligence and 
character. Power is a certain kind of 
mental behavior and it iuvolves feel- 
ing, method, form and discipline. To 
have power we must have the idea of 
responsibility, of obligation to do 
something, and must have the capacity 
of production and also the capacity to 
solve all reasonable difficulties. A 
student in order to solve tbe problems 
be will meet in life, and do it in a 
more effective way than his competi- 
tors must come out of school with a 
vigorous healthy body and mind and 
be able to put band aud brain to work. 
This is what manual training will do; 
give tbe student these capabilities. 
One is more or less powerful wbo has 
a good profession in this world, is in- 
telligent in the broad sense of the 
term, and has a good character. As 
Prof. Huxley puts it, "An individual 
has power whose intellect has been so 
trained in youth that it is a cold, 
clear, logic, engine, with all its parts 
of equal strength, and iu smooth work- 
ing, ready like a steam engine, to turn 
to any kind of work and to spin the 
gossamers and forge the anchors of 
the mind.

The Cannon That 
Modernized Japan 


By Herbert Kaufman. 


Business is no longer a man to man con- 


tact, in which the merchant and the patron 
establish a personal bond, any more than bat- 
tle is a hand-to-hand grapple, where bone and 
muscle and sinew decide the outcome. Trade 
as well as war has changed in its aspect—both 
are now fought at long range. 


Just as a present day army of heroes would 


have no opportunity to display the individual 
valor of its members, just so a merchant who 
counts upon his personal acquaintanceship for 
success is a relic of the past—a business dodo. 


Japan changed her policy of exclusion to 


foreigners after a fleet of warships battered 
down the Satsuma fortifications. 
The Samu- 


rai, who had hitherto considered their blades 
and bows good enough, discovered that one 
cannon was mightier than all the swords in 
creation if they could not get near enough to use 
them. Japan profited by the lesson. She did 
not wait until further ramparts were battered to 
pieces, but was satisfied with her one experience 
and proceeded to modernize her methods. 


The merchant \vho doesn't advertise is pretty 


much in the same position as that in which Japan 
stood when her eyes were opened to the fact that 
times had changed. 
The long range publicity of a 


competitor will as surely destroy your business as the 
cannon of the foreigners crumbled the walls of Sat- 
surna. Unless you take the lesson to heart, unless you 
realize the importance of advertising, not only as the 
means of extending your business but for defending 
it as well, you must be prepared to face the conse- 
quences of a folly as great as that of a duelist who 
expects to survive in a contest in which his adversary 
bears a sword twice the length of his own. 


Don't think that it's too late to begin because 


there are so many stores which have had the advantage 
of years of cumulative advertising. The city is grow- 
ing. 
It will grow even more next year. It needs 


increased trading facilities just as it's hungry for new 
neighborhoods. 


But it will never again support neighborhood stores. 


Newspaper advertising has eliminated the strength of 
being locally prominent, and five cent street car fares 
have cut out the advantage of being ''around the 
corner.'1'' A store five miles array can reach out through 
the columns of the daily newspaper and draw your 
next door neighbor to its aisL?s, "-hile you sit by and 
see the people on your own block enticed away without 
your being able to retaliate or supply new customers 
to take their place. 


It is not a question of your ability to stand the 


cost of advertising but of being able to survive wiilwut 
it. The thing you have to consider is not only an 
extension of your business but holding what you al- 
ready have. 


Advertising is an investment, the cost of which 


is in the same proportion to its returns as seeds are to 
the harvest. And it is just as preposterous for you to 
consider publicity as an expense as it would be for a 
farmer to hesitate over purchasing a fertilizer if he 
discovered that he could profitably increase his crops 
by employing it.

Messina Earthquake—How Peary 
Escaped Starvation—What Could 


be Done with Our Rivers. 


Ju the April Mt'Cu'KK's MACA/.I.NK

pass Dr. Philip K. Browu. of 8au 
Francisco, came into possession of a 
small quantity of the Flexuer serum. 
Jumping upon a train he made a three- 
huudred-mile jouruer to Portersville, 
aud placed the precious fluid at the 
disposal of Dr. Andrew Miller aud Dr. 
A. S. Barber, who had most of the 
cases in charge. By the time Dr. 
Browu arrived, one of Dr. Barber's 
patients, a baby but fourteen mouths 
old, had just fallen ill. "I don't want 
auy experiments tried ou my baby,' 
said the mother, when the physiciau 
asked permission to use the serum. 
8he soon consented, however: aud 
twenty-four hours afterward the re- 
traction of the head had disappeared, 
the child was conscicus, wide awake 
aud nursing at the mother's breast. Iu 
a couple of weeks he had entirely re- 
covered, manifesting, among other 
healthy signs, what the doctors de- 
scribe as a 'ravenous appetite.' 


"The next patient was a boy eight 


years old. The day after receiving 
the serum this child. <upou whom the 
meuimgitis onslaught had been ex- 
tremely severe, had regained cou- 
sciouuess; a mouth later be sat al 
table aud ate breakfast with his fam- 
ily, entirely cured. 


The Portersville epidemic showed 


the following results : In twelve cases 
iu which the serum had uot been usec 
there were eleven deaths aud one re 
covery—a mortality record of ninety- 
cue per cent.: in six cases in which it 
had been used there were one death 
aud live recoveries—a mortality recoro 
of sixteen per ceut.''

Its River Trade Could be Developed 


to Astounding Proportions. 


"What has St. Louis ever done be- 


sides bee: more water of the govern- 
ment?" asks Jobu L. Matthews, after 
discussing the uses to which Europe 
puts its rivers, in the April number of 
Everybody's Magazine. -'What means 
has it for handling river traffic, iu case 
a man who owned a boat and found a 
cargo wished to unload there ? At its 
water front a short stretch of sloping 
stone-paved levee leads to the edge ol 
the stream, where half a dozen or more 
ancient hulks are anchored to serve as 
'wharf boats.' There is no correlated 
railway service, breight 
that for 


some- mysterious reason is to go by 
water, is teamed by mules down to the 
river and is dumped upon the levee 
Negroes—the most costly 'power' to be 
found—carry these bundles by hand 
or ou trucks aboard the wharf boat, or 
upon the 
deck of the 
steamboat 


Freight that comes by water must be 
laboriously dragged up the levee and 
distributed by wagon. 


"Yet think what St. Louis might 


have. Suppose the Chamber of Com- 
merce, with ths permission of Con- 
gress and of the state legislature and 
of the city government, decides io 
build a harbor, either ou the Missouri 
side of the river or over iu Illinois, in 
the 
intricate windings of (Jahokia 


Creek, it issues bonds, digs the haven, 
erects quays, builds railway 
along them, connects 
belt and through railroads, 
leaves 


ample roadways for teamiug, and pro- 
vides warehouse? and apparatus for 
hoisting and transfer. Then its mer- 
merchauts, uo longer depending upon 
the ancient packets, or 
upon the 


covered barges of the old-time Cres- 
cent Hue, have built for them at Pitts- 
burg or Dubuque a fleet of broad, shal- 
low, steel barges of the Rhiue type, 
constructed to load in good seasons to 
eight feet, or to carry, Vfith economy, 
on four arid a half. To tow these, the 
merchants build steel stern or sidt- 
wheel towboats, also of the German or 
Austrian type of light draft and very 
powerful. Then they direct by rail in- 
to this haven the freight that their 
agents gather from the whole West 
and the whole of Illinois and even 
from Chicago, load it upon their fleets, 
and send them away, safe, incurable, 
certain of arriving, to .New Orleans 
and the Gulf and the outer work!:

Koben Fulton was born at Little 


Britain. Lancaster county. Pa., N'ov. 
14, 17<:.~>. His biographers have called 
him "a self made man" and have 
made but brief reference to his par- 
entage.

From Kilkenny, Ireland, the Fulton 
family came to America before the 
year 17:15.

He wa* 
a founder of the Presbyterian church, 
the. secretary of the I'nion Fire com- 
pany and a charter member of the 
Juliana library of Lancaster, the third 
library established in the American 
colonies.—Century.
